' its territories, and possessions, * in the first sentence thereof. 

Sec. 3. Section 5 (a) (i) of such Act is amended by inserting at the 
end thereof a new subsection G which shall read as follows: 

(G) pay the travel expenses incurred by an officer or 
employee of the Agency who is assigned to a post outside 
the continental United States, in transporting dependents 
to and from United States ports of entry designated by the 
Agency, to obtain an American secondary ox college 
education, not to exceed one trip each way for each depend- 
ant for the purpose of obtaining each type of education. 

Sec. 4. Section 5 (a) (3) (A) of such Act is amended to read as follows:
